I have been unable 
to find any information concerning this issue and thought 
that you might know of it.

The first issue of the George V British Indian ruppes made 
in 1911 caused a grest deal of excitement among the Mohammedan population 
in Indi@a, Whe refused to accept it because the small elephant or part of 
one of the ifsignia worn around the neck of the king looked ihhke like a 
pig than an elephant. So much comment was made that the design was changed, 
showing a more prominent trunk to the elephant. 


Consequently we have two minor varities of the issue 1911. The 
pig variety 1s somewhat rere. It is really quite hard to detect. There 
were verious accounts of this in the magazines but I have failed to find 
them except in Spink's Circular, Merch, 1912, 4% column 14455. 

The Russian gold medal you ask about commemorates the defeat of 
Napoleon in the year 1812 and shows the portraits of Alexander I and 
Nicholas II. 


Am glad to know Zerbe is having a good time and trust he will come 
back feeling in fine fettle.

Wade showed me the other night at the club the 
two sizes of the Tonk coins. As these were issued in two 
different years, probably they reduced the size for the 
latter year, The years struck were 1935 and 34, although 
your piece bore the same date, 1952, the inscription of 
both pieces is Yik Pissah, equals 1 Pice or 1/4 Anna; 
therefore you can call the oiece either 1 Pice or 1/4 Anna, Pice 
being Hindi equivalent of the Pisa.
